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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the examiner 
previously admitted that applicant's arguments filed on 12/14/05 under the Moses reference were fully considered and found persuasive 
and now the examiner is issuing a new 102 rejection under the Moses reference in the Final Office Action dated 4/4/06. Applicant's 
argument is acknowledged; however, it is not found persuasive. It is noted that in the Office Action dated 10/12/05 the Moses reference 
was used to show the teaching of multi-wall thickness sections (as claimed in claim 1 (previously presented)) and among other claimed 
limitations; however, this rejection was traversed by the applicant and the examiner agreed to withdraw the rejection. As a result, a new 
Office Action dated 12/29/05 was issued. In response, the applicant then amended claim 1 (previously presented) to broaden the limitation 
"multi wall thickness" to "polygonal cross-section". As a result, a Final Office Action dated 4/4/06 was issued because it was necessitated 
by applicant's amendment. It is noted that in the Final Office Action dated 4/4/06, the Moses reference was used to show the teaching of a 
polygonal cross-section (as claimed in claim 1 (currently amended)) and among other claimed limitations. Therefore, it is clearly shown 
that the Moses reference was used to reject two different and distinct limitations at a different time during the prosecution. For conclusion, 
the Final Office Action dated 4/4/06 is still deemed proper and is therefore stand FINAL. 
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
